oadtg CAPITAL of Negro America—a veritable miniature of ticker- 
littered Wall Street—is Durham, North Carolina, where in one building 


more million-dollar colored business firms are found than anywhere in th 
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world. On its downtown Parrish Street is the biggest Negro insurance com- 
pany in the world, the second richest Negro bank in America, the only 
Negro fire insurance firm in the world and the wealthiest Negro building 
and loan association in the country. From these institutions located in the 


heart of the white business district comes the pump-priming capital that 


finances dozens of Negro businesses. 

It is the proud boast of townspeople that the dollar stays longer arnong 
Negroes in Durham than anywhere in America. 

The “J. P. Morgan” of this “Black Wall Street” is affable, 72-year-old 
ex-dishwasher C. C. Spaulding, who heads at least a half-dozen firms valued 
in excess of $30,000,000. Biggest pawn in his financial empire and basic 
lifeline of Durham’s Negro business is the North Carolina Mutual Lif 
Insurance Company, which is the third largest business in the city—out- 
tanked only by the Lucky Strike and Chesterfield tobacco plants. It has 
sured Negroes in 11 states for a total of almost $150,000,000. 

Around the massive assets of the firm have been built interlocking million- 
dollar subsidiaries as well as dozens of pioneering Durham businesses by 
providing capital for investment. Last year the Mechanics and Farmers 
Bank, which Spaulding also heads, made 3,200 different loans, nearly all to 
Negroes, Oustanding colored businesses in the city range from a downtown 
tailoring shop that has an 80 per cent white clientele to a fish market that 
hit a $90,000 gross last year.

HAT religious rarity, a woman in the pul- 
pit, is still frowned upon in most U. S. 
urches but while the argument rages over 

female encroachment upon mans last 
rofessional stronghold, 58-year-old Rev. Mary 

Evans of Chicago's Cosmopolitan Com- 
unity Church is proving that not only can 
a lady make a good preacher but also a better 

mmunity, 

Preaching that oldtime religion in an ultra- 
modernistic setting and combining a gospel of 
faith and rigid discipline with a sound system 

tithing, the former evangelist has welded 
together one of the most progressive and 
purposeful religious bodies in the nation. As 

women minister she would find disfavor with 
the majority of Americans who are reluctant 
'o accept female clergy (according to the Gal- 
lup Poll) but in her church and in her com- 


munity the Reverend Evans is as popular and 
influential as any religious figure in America 

Last Thanksgiving Reverend Evans realized 
the dream of many a minister when the church 
opened a modern community center with free 
medical, education and recreation facilities 

ailable to all faiths. Half of the money for 
the new structure was given by tithing mem- 
bers of the congregation. Wilberforce-edu 
cated Dr. Evans sets the philanthropic pace 
for her flock. In any fund campaign, she con 
tributes 10 per cent of the total sum to be 
raised In her 17 years at the church, a total 
of $500.000 has been collected. 

Reverend Evans herself is not on a salary. 
Monthly “love offerings” are given her by 
members and netted her $9,000 last yeal 
more perhaps than any salaried Negro min-

I know because I indirectly worked for the mob—in fact th 
toughest mob of them all, the € Capone gang. 

[ wasn't the only one. There's not a single big name of the 
world—important folks like Lena Home, Duke E llington, Bill 
Eckstine, Cab Calloway, Louis Armstrong—who haven't at on 
time or aan had contact with the syndicates. It all start 
in the roaring 20’s when short skirts, bobbed hair and boot! g 

whiskey made night clubs an important phase of American life. As 
such they were not ignored by the gang syndicates who moved 
into night spots with musclemen and tommy guns and becam 
indirect employers of the biggest Negro names in show business 
At various times they ran the most popul: uw Negro night clubs in 
the land—New York’s Cotton Club and Chic: agos Gri ind Terract 

Now that the FBI has smashed the gangs and m: iny of the top 
public enemies are dead, it is possible to tell the story of how 
these racketeers once practically ran the band business e - \ 
their successors still throttle jazz with their iron-handed, tight- 
fisted rule of all bookings. 

I only saw the story at the Grand Terrace but I heard about how

Into the Grand Terrace one night after our return stumbled 
Simpkins and asked for a chance with the band. He auditioned 
and got a contract. A short time later the Georgia banker for 
whom Simpkins had worked as a handyman came into the club 
and demanded that we return his “colored boy.” I told the club 
owners that we stood to lose the popular tenor from our new show. 
They didn’t like it. A few tough bouncers went into action and 
quie tly ran the Ge orgia cracker ‘back to his haunts. 
There was another singer whom we had trouble with. We had 
come back from a tour and I found myself without a vocalist. I 


started out on a hunt. One of the spots I cased was the famed 
Club DeLisa. 


There I heard a $35-a-week crooner doing some numbers and I 
liked what I heard. I later went backstage, talked to the young 
fellow who originally came from Pittsburgh and convinced him 
to join my band. He was a sensation and still is. His name—Billy 
Eckstine.
